The cut, sty le and color of the 
robes are rigidly controlled. Each 
robe is made of crimson velvet lin­ 
ed with white taffeta and edged 
with niinniver, the winter coat of 
the ermine. Over the long robe is 
worn a short cape of niinniver with 
rows of ermine denoting the wear­ 
er’s rank 
Such markings range 
from four rows of ermine “tips" 
for a duke to two rows for a baron. 
Coronets are another badge of 
rank and the position of gold leaves 
and silver balls that surmount the 
silver-gilt circlet identify the wear­ 
er as duke, marquis, earl, viscount 
or baron. 
For those peers and peeresses 
who jibe at hiring a coronation robe 
some firms are reported to be con­ 
sidering making a low cost outfit 
with rabbit pinch-hitting for er­ 
mine. 
It is estimated that such a 
robe would cost about $750. 
The peeresses robe or mantle is 
worn over a kirtle or outer petti­ 
coat which has an open front, to 
show the gown. 
Hank among the peeresses is de­

, worn by the peers. Length of train 
j also denotes rank, this ranges from 
two y ards for a duchess to a y ard 
for a baroness. Peeresses also wear 
scaled down coronets similar to 
those worn by their husbands. 
The official of the rental firm 
said peers and peeresses did not 
seem to mind renting out robes for 
the coronation and some seemed 
very glad to be able to do so thus 
J saving themselves a great expense. 
The creation of many new peer- 
j ages since the coronation of King 


George VI. in 1037 had caused an !

IMPORTANCE OF FARM 


What 
ih

deferment of farm youth? Selective, 
Service makes the following state-1 
ment to clarify the situation as it j 


now exist»: 
“ Many of these farms are purely j 
subsistence farms and produce only 


sufficient 
to 
maintain 
the farm 
family. Many others are producing 
below what i* considered necessary 
for the “ health, safety, or interest 
of the nation.” These sub-standard 
farms present a problem to Selec­ 
tive Service Local Boards in the 
matter of deferments. 
“ Selective Service is mindful that 
the family farm is an important ele­ 
ment in our state and in the coun­ 
try as a whole, and should not be 
eliminated from the national pic­ 
ture. Rather. Selective Service is of 
the opinion that these farms which 
are usually below a one man pro­ 
duction average could and should 
be improved to produce at least 
what is expected one man should 
produce. If this cannot be done, 
this kind of farm is relatively un­ 
important in the national economy 
and cannot be considered entitled 
to an agricultural deferment under 
Selective Service regulations. 
“ With this in mind. Pennsylvania 
Selective Service has accepted, as | 
fair, a formula suggested by the \ 
Production and Marketing Adminis­ 
tration. This formula uses as an i 
example a farm producing for mar­ 
ket 20 points. This farm will feed 
a family of four plus forty-four 
service men. Based on this formula. , 
Pennsylvania State Selective Serv- j 
ice System has furnished our local i 
boards with a “ guide” standard for 
farm deferments. 
“ Many of our farms fall short of 
this standard we have set and. 
therefore, do not rate agricultural 
deferments. Some of the farmers on 
these substandard farms have ac­ 
cused Selective Service Local Boards 
of favoring large commercial farms 
over these family farms, and of de­ 
liberately destroying the family or 
low 
producing farms. 
However, 
these same farmers continue to 
maintain a sub-standard operation. 
Thus, they defeat themselves, be­ 
cause they won’t make the extra 
effort to raise their production. 
“ The Department of Agriculture 
is now calling for increased pro­ 
duction in many farm commodities. 
“ Selective Service is of the opin­ 
ion that a great quantity of this 
needed produce can be obtained by 
increasing the efficiency of the sub­ 
standard farm. Colonel Gross. State 
Director of Selective Service, and 
Major II. H. MacCubbin, Farm Ad­ 
viser, are of the opinion that if a 
man can produce near to our stan­ 
dard line on the under side he can 
go over that line. And that if a 
farm manned by two men produces 
six points less than our ‘yardstick’ 
standard for two men and fourteen 
points over a one-man standard, 
that, farm can increase its efficiency 
to at least a two-man operation, j 
We know this is possible because : 
we have instances of one man pro- * 
ducing for market as much as we * 
nave set for two and a half men. 
“ In order, therefore, to help agri- ■ 
culture meet its quota in food pro­ 
duction, Colonel Gross has asked 
the Local Boards in Pennsylvania 
to keep a close check 011 farm de­ 
ferments. 
“ If, said Colonel Gross, when a 
Local Board defers a man whose 


farm is not rfuite up to the produc­ 
tion standard,. the board will im­ 
press upon him that his operation 
must have increased to the stan­ 
dard required 
when 
his case is 
again» reopened or he w ill not again 
be deferred, the boards will be con­ 
tributing a valuable serv4ee to the 
country, and to the farmer, by 
stimulating him to do his best rath­ 
er than just enough to get him by 
and insufficient to be of much help 
to the country. 
“ It will be of mutual benefit to 
the farmer and to the Local Board 
if a registrant or his empioyer will 
exercise his right of appeal within 
the time limit prescribed by law. 
This limit is clearly stated on Form 


SSS-110.

which is mailed to the registrant,| 
and Form SSS-111 which is mailed j 
to registrant’s employer. 
“ If np action is taken by regis­ 
trant or employer until after regis­ 
trant has been ordered for induc­ 
tion. be lias little chance of having 
his induction postponed. 
“ Farmers should give full and 
complete information requested on 
SSSP-62 1. Agricultural Occupation 
Data Form, otherwise, they may 
not receive full credit. This infor­ 
mation becomes a part of regis­ 
trant’s tile and is confidential.”

Selective , 
Service makes the following stale* j 
ment to clarify the situation as it j 
now exists: 
( 
“Many of these farms are purely j 
subsistence farms and produce only 
sufficient to maintain the farm 
family. Many others are producing 
below what if considered necessary 
for the “health, safety, or interest 
of the nation.“ These sub-standard 
farms present a problem to Selec­ 
tive Service Local Boards in the 
matter of deferments. 
“Selective Service is mindful that 
the family farm is an important ele­ 
ment In our alate and in the coun­ 
try aa a whole, and should not be 
eliminated from the national pic­ 
ture. Bather. Selective Service is of 
the opinion that these farms which 
are usually below a one man pro­ 
duction average could and should 
be improved to produce at least 
What Is expected one man should 
produce. If this cannot be done. 
this kind of farm is relatively un­ 
important in the national economy 
and cannot be considered entitled 
to an agricultural deferment under 
Selective Service regulations. 
“With this in mind. Pennsylvania 
Selective Service has accepted, as 
fair, a formula suggested by the 
Production and Marketing Adminis­ 
tration. This formula uses as an 
example a farm producing for mar­ 
ket 20 points. This farm will feed 
a family of four pius forty-four 
service men. Based on this formula, 
Pennsylvania State Selective Serv­ 
ice System his furnished our local 
boards with a “guide” standard for 
farm deferments. 
“Many of our farms fall short of 
this standard we have set and, 
therefore, do not rate agricultural 
deferments. Some of the farmers on 
these substandard farms have ac­ 
cused Selective Service Local Boards 
of favoring large commercial farms 
over these family farms, and of de­ 
liberately destroying the family or 
low 
producing farms. 
However, 
these same farmers continue to 
maintain a sub-standard operation 
Thus, they defeat themselves, be­ 
cause they won't make the extra 
effort to raise their production. 
"The Department of Agriculture 
Is now calling for increased pro­ 
duction in many farm commodities. 
“Selective Service is of the opin­ 
ion that a great quantity of this 
needed produce can be obtained by 
increasing the efficiency of the sub­ 
standard farm. Colonel Gross. State 
Director of Selective Service, and 
Major H. H. MacCubbin. Farm Ad­ 
viser, are of the o p tio n that if a 
man can produce near to our stan­ 
dard line on the under side he can 
go over that line. And that if a 
farm manned by two men produces 
nix points less than our ‘yardstick’ 
standard for two men and fourteen 
points over a one-man standard, 
that farm can increase its efficiency 
to at least a two-man operation. 
We know this is possible because 
we have instances of one man pro­ 
ducing for market as much as we 
nave set for two and a half men. 
“lh order, therefore, to help agri­ 
culture meet its quota in food pro­ 
duction, Colonel Gross has asked 
the Local Boards in Pennsylvania 
to keep a close check on farm de­ 
ferments. 
If, said Colonel Gross, when a 
Local Board defers a man whose 


farm Is not fffllte up to the produc­ 
tion Standard, the board will im­ 
press upon him that his operation 
must have Increased Lo (he stan­ 
dard required when bis case ie 
again* reopened ut he wtlLnnt again 
he defer rad, the boards will be con­ 
tributing n valuable sendee to the 
country, and to the farmer, by 
stimulating him to in bbl best rath­ 
er than just enough to get him by 
and insufficient to be of much help 
to the country.
